Of the 28,006 skareholders of Allied News- 
papers naturally only a small percentage 
attended the first annual meeting, but those 
present clearly endorsed the cordial satisfac 
tion with which the accounts for 1924 had 
been generally received. Chief interest 
attached to the Chairman’s reference to the 
future, more particularly to the arrangements 
made for the financing the recent purchases 
of important newspaper properties in the 
North. These arrancgements involve the for- 
mation of a new company called Allied 
Northern Newspapers, which, in order to give 
effect to the the purchase, will shortly make an 
issue of Debentures, guaranteed by the parent 
company. The substantial nature of the 
guarantee in question will be apparent fron: 
the fact that interest on the projected issue 
will be covered several times over by the 
earnings of Allied Newspapers, says The 
Sunday Times. Holding all the Ordinary 
capital of the subsidiary, Allied Newspapers 
will secure the whole of its surplus profits, 
while, through the redemption of the Deben- 
tures by means of a sinking fund, it will 
ultimately become sole possessor of the 
acquired properties, free from all encum 
brances in return for a guarantee, which, on 
the basis of their- earnings for many years 
past, should never have to be enforced. Con- 
sequently, from the standpoint of Alhed 
Newspapers shareholders, the scheme has the 
advantage of considerably strengthening their 
position, while involving them in what should 
be only a nominal liability. - 


SOUTH AFRICAN £ AT A DISCOUNT. 
The South African £ is now at a discount 
as against sterling. A week ago the cable 
transfer rate was adjusted to par. Now the 
banks announce that telegraphic remittances 
can be made at 4 discount per £100, Bills 
payable at sight can be obtained at 1 dis- 
count. On the other hand, if a debtor in. 
South Africa wishes to pay his creditor in 
London it will cost him § premium per £100 
to remit by cable or by sight bills. It is a 
dramatic swing of the pendulum, which the 


‘yestoration of the effective gold standard in 


South Africa and London has brought about. 
The current anomalous position is doubtless 
due to the Rand producers having, since the 
beginning of this year, sent their gold to the 
Pretoria Mint for conversion into sovereigns. 
The South African banks are presumably now 
as overweighted with gold and credits 4s a year 
or so ago they were embarrassed the other way 
about. As it happens, the South African £ 
cannot very well fall to a heavy discount, 
because the stage is approaching when it will 
pay the mines to send their gold to London, 
or, at any rate, as much of it as may be 
required to meet purchases abroad and divi- 
dend payments to shareholders outside South 
Africa. 


THE OUTLOOK. 

A continuance of quiet business must be 
expected, but the underlying conditions ol 
markets are sound and justify public con- 
fidence. We (Sunday Times) anticipate no 
great difficulty in placing the big lines of 
new issues that have been left with the under- 
writers. Of these, New Zealand 4: per cent., 
L.C.C. 45 per cent., New South Wales 5 per 
cent., and Niger 5; per cent. Guaranteed 
Debentures are thoroughly: sound investments, 
which will probably rise above their issue 
irices when money is cheaper. There is, in 
Má a wide choice before the investor who 
is content with a moderate yield, accompanied 
by good security. But speculative oppor- 
tunities are less easy to find. Rubber shares, 
if bought with discrimination, should well pay 
for their keep. As Was pointed out at the 
Rubber Investment Trust - meeting, the 
position of the industry is stronger than at 
any time since 1919, Oil shares also have their 
adherents, who point to the contraction in 
the output of light oil, and the prospect of 
consumption reaching a new high record. The 
Shell dividend is calculated to reassure the 


market.

IRISH-AMERICAN’S EXPERIENCE. 
At the Carrick-on-Shannon Circuit Court, 
before Judge Devitt, an application for a 
revision of compensation awards to W. Smyth 
and W. Kelly was made on behalf of the 
Minister for Finance. 

In 1923, according to Mr. J. A. Kiernan, 
solicitor for Messrs. Smyth and Kelly, an 
award was made of £939 for the burning of a 
house at Tooman. Dromod, and £79 for the 
destruction of gates and piers. Kelly had 
been in America when the house and farm 
were bought for him from Mr. W. Smyth, the 
father of Mr. T. F. Smyth, a well-known 
member of the Irish Parliamentary Party for 
thirteen years. The applicants wanted the re 
instatement clause dropped, and the difference 
between them and the Ministry was as to the 
amount. 

Mr. Kelly, he went on, 
Irishman in America, and, throngh his 
brother, bought the place from Mr. Smyth 
for £1,450. A man named Reynolds made 
claim to the farm, and afterwards shots were 
fired over the heads of Mr. Kelly and work- 
men in the fields. The sale as a consequence 
was not completed. The house was burned 
shortly afterwards, and Mr. Kelly said that 
he would not complete the sale unless 
Reynolds was got out of the way. A writ was 
brought against Mr. Kelly for specific per 
formance, and he was beaten in Dublin, and 
it cost over £300 more. Mr. Kelly bought 
another place at Cullagh, and he wanted to 
use Tooman as an out-farm. A local con 
tractor would not be allowed to put up an out- 
house. If he did a bodyguard of Civic Guards 
would be required to protect the house. Mr. 
Kelly lost $2,000 in the sale of property in 
America to realise the money to pay Mr. 
Smyth. 

Mr. Kelly, in giving evidence, said that a 
cow was driven away from him recently. She 
was afterwards found up at Newtownforbes, 
Co. Longford. His hay had been burned, 
and he had got £30 compensation. He bought 
another farm at Cullagh for £1,121, and $5,500 
worth of property in America had to be sold 
at a loss of £400. He was afraid to re-build 
the house, as he could not get an outhouse 
erected. He could get no one to work on the 
farm. 

Mr. Smyth, ex-M.P., said that the farm, 
with the house on it, at the present would 
be worth £600 more, and when it was origi 
nally sold would have realised more money 
but for the intimidation. 

Judge Devitt, having been told that 
Reynolds had been before the old Courts, and 
was dealt with at the suit of the Volunteers 
and bound to the peace, said that it was a 
shocking state of affairs. He could be sent to 
jail for breaking the hail. 

Mr. Kiernan said that Mr. Kelly was prac- 
tically ruined. He was one of those Irishmen 
who succeeded in America, and he had been 
treated in a shocking way. He could not get 
a shilling for the farm, and it was there as a 
white elephant. 

Judge Devitt said that if Reynolds -con- 
tinued this conduct he would be put where 
he would not be a pest for some time. He 
allowed £330 for the house, £14 10s. for the 
gates and piers—without reinstatement—and 
costs and expenses.

The Clare County Board of Health made a 
remarkable order at their latest meeting.

climate. Your articles are opportune at the 
present moment, when some leaders of public 
opinion are advocating an increase of tillage, 
which entails one perpetual fight with the 
elements that is rarely successful. The idea 
is to ensure more employment; but this can 
be done without involving the farmers in 
possible ruin, as is clearly shown in your 
admirable review of what is being done at 
Mount Coote, Kilmallock, where a herd of 
dairy shorthorns are kept: and no less than 
sixty employés to look after them and other 
stock. 

There are 550 acres in the estate, and the 
number employed works out at something 
more than eight men to every fifty acres, 
whereas the labour union in County Meath 
only demanded the employment of one man 
to every fifty acres. By all means, then, let 
us work with the climate and double our out- 
put of butter, beef, eggs and poultry, and 
incidentally immensely increase the number 
ofemployed persons throughout the country.—

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IRISH INK. 

TO THER EYNITOR THE TRISH TIMES 

Sir,—A few days ago I met the manufac- 
turer of a well-known Irish-made ink, and 
learned from him a few facts which, I 
beheve, should be made public. It appears 
that the bottles used bv his firm. 
which form an important part of his raw 
materials, are taxed rather heavily, while 
the products of his foreign competitors are 
admitted tax-free into the country. On the 
face of it this seems scandalously unfair treat 
ment of a home industry, and a remedy 
should be found without delay. Either the 
bottles needed by the Irish ink manufacturer 
should be exempt from tax they are not 
made in Ireland—or the foreign-made article 
should be taxed. The, latter course would 
seem the more desirable, as it would vield a 
far. greater revenue than the other, and would 
avoid any change in existing regulations re- 
garding the taxation of imported bottles. 

This gentleman assured me that if his 
products received from Irish consumers the 
support to which mere merit they are 
entitled, his firm could find employment for 
the majority of the industrially employable 
girls of his town, with its population of over 
seven thousand, The ordinary competition 
of wealthy foreign ink-manufacturers is for- 
midable enough without being reinforced by 
what amounts to penalising of the home 
manufacturer.—Yours, ete R

The Itish Railway Crisis. 

The King has opened the new arterial 
roal which will relieve the congestion cf 
traffic in the exits from London to the 
West and South-West of England. The 
new road is eight miles long and 120 feet 
wide, and its cost of £1,150,000 has been 
provided as to 75 per cent. by the Road 
Board and as to 25 per cent. by the 
Middlesex County Council. The increasing 
cost of roads soon must bring the British 
Government face to face with the 
important questions which Mr. Joseph 
Johnston, F.,T.C.D., raised, last Satur- 
day, in these columns, Ag the roads im- 
prove, the railways must suffer. At present 
a very large amount of traffic is being 
diverted from the British railways to the 
roads. The railways, of course, as taxpayers 
and ratepayers, are heavy subsidisers of 
the roads; but the motor lorry traffic, 
which is reducing railway dividends, pays 
only an infinitesimal part of the cost of 
the roads’ upkeep, although it does 
immense damage to them. Mr. Johnston 
applies these facts to the still more parlous 
case of our own railways, and declares, 
with sound reason, that the unfair com- 
petition of heavy motor ;traffic is a 
very grave aspect of the Irish railway 
problem. If it is wise to refuse to 
subsidise the railways, it is foolish to 
subsidise, effectively if indirectly, the long- 
distance motor traffic that daily rips up 
t].: main roads of Ireland. Mr. Johnston 
argues. that, if our Governments will 
impose a sufficienfly high tax on the heavy 
commercial vehicle, it will be put out of 
bounds as regards ordinary roads. 

“The amenities of ordinary motoring will 
be increased, the ratepayer and taxpayer 
will be saved a needless expense, the railway 
worker will be able to maintain his present 
standard of living, and the railway share- 
holder will once more receive a decent return 
on his investment.” 

It is certain, at any rate, that the Irish 
railways must be rescued quickly from 
their present condition if the national 
credit is not to receive a, perhaps, fatal 
blow. The facts which were revealed at 
the recent sittings of the Railway Wages 
Board were discussed last Saturday, in 
the most serious terms, by two great 
journals of finance, the Statist and the 
Financial Times. They are sadly familiar 
to our readers, large numbers of whom 
are shareholders in the Irish railways. 
Since 1913 the wages bill has risen three- 
fold: the average wage of the railway- 
workers has increased from 17s. 10d. to 
50s. 10d. a week. [Last year only £47,000 
wa- available out of actual earnings for 
dividend purposes, as compared with 
£695,000 in 1913. The gross receipts for 
the first iour months of the current, year 
show a decline of £328,000, or more than 
one-eighth. If there is no corresponding 
reduction in working costs, a full dividend 
on the Preference stocks for the present 
year can be paid only by means of the 
depletion of the Compensation Fund, and 
there will be nothing at all for the Ordi- 
nary shareholders. These are the circum- 
stances in which the Wages Board refused 
to give sanction to the companies’ demand 
for a five shillings réduction’ of wages. 
The wages of the men whom the demand 
affected are now 185 per cent. more than 
the figure of 1913; and this increase bears 
n>) economic relation to that of the cost 
of living over pre-war standard, which is 
88 per cent. in the Free State and 75 
per cent, in Northern Ireland. 

How, then, is a national disaster to be 


averted? The Correspondent of the Statist 


says that “the next step lies with the 
companies, which must further proceed 
with the wage reduction proposal, seeing 
that it represents the only effective means 
of introducing economies.” Manifestly, a 


I next step ” is nécessafy and urgent, but 


we cannot agree that it lies with the com- 
panies. In his admirable speech at Ennis, 
}last Saturday, President Cosgrave | said 
that the Free State Government must be 
“honest with its obligations at heme and 
abroad,” must “shoulder its liabilities ’’ 
and must not “impose undue burdens on 
any class.” To no concern in Ireland has

the Free State Government a more im- 
perative liability than to the Southern 
railway companies and their shareholders. 
Th. Government insisted on the amal- 
gamation of the railways, laid the post- 
wa: rates of wages as an inevitable burden 
on their backs, and, therefore, is almost 
entirely responsible for the present crisis. 
The suggestion that it shall be a mere 
spectator now, when the hapless companies | 
challenge a ruinous fight with railway 
labour, is quite indefensible, If the com- 
panies can prove that they have brought 
their administrative expenses to the irre 
ducible minimum, they will have every 
moral right to demand the Government's 
aid. We are sure that the next step ought 
to be a fresh approach to the whole 
problem by all the parties concerned ; 
but the chief onus of constructive sugges- 
tion rests upon the Government, Clearly, 
if the railways are to survive, the men's 
unions must make their choice between 
reduced wages and reduced staffs, with 
longer hours of work. It is probable that 
the hardships of either course ‘might be 
mitigated by the adoption of Mr. Johnston's 
proposal for the high taxation of heavy 
motor traffic. 


A Pact of Europe. 


The long series of diplomatic pourparlers 
between Britain and France in regard to a 
proposed pact of security with the German 
Government is nearing its end at last, and, 
in all probability, a joint Note will be sent 
to Berlin during the present week. Virtual 
agreement has been reached between 
London and Paris. The French Govern- 
ment tried vainly to secure. Britain’s 
consent to a pact with the Germans which 
would guarantee not only the Western 
frontiers of France and Belgium, but also 
the German frontiers of Poland and 
Czecho-Slovakia. The argument of the 
Foreign Office was perfectly sound. The 
present frontiers of France as against 
Germany are very reasonable. Nature and 
history have combined to make them satis- 
factory to both countries; and, therefore, 
the British Government recognises that 
Germany's offer to guarantee them in per- 
petuity ought not to be rejected. The 
frontiers of Poland and Czecho-Slovakia 
satisfy nobody. The so-called Polish corridor 
which isolates East Prussia from Germany 
is a preposterous makeshift. The. line 
which bisects Upper Silesia is equally un- 
sound, while the inclusion of several 
millions of Germans in the Czecho- 
Slovakian State constitutes a source of 
constant anxiety in Central Europe. 
Sooner or later a complete remoulding of 
the ethnological mistakes of the Versailles 
Treaty must be made. For that reason 
the British Government refuses either to 
ask Germany to guarantee these frontiers 
or to bind itself to defend their integrity, 
if necessary, by force of arms. On last 
Friday the British Ambassador in Paris 
laid its views on the matter before the 
French Government ; and the next move will 
be interesting, The success of the proposed 
pact, of course, depends almost entirely on 
Germany's willingness to enter the League 
of Nations. Herr Stresemann is anxious 
enough to obtain a seat on the Council at 
Geneva, but opinion in the Fatherland is 
averse from entrance to the League so long 
as Cologne is occupied by Allied troops. 
In this connection a further Note is likely 
to reach Berlin during the present week. 
The Allied Commission of Military 
Control has decided definitely that Ger- 
many is in default in regard to the dis- 
armament terms of the Treaty, and 
that Cologne cannot be evacuated until 
amends have been made. The Nationalist 
in Germany, which has been 
strengthened considerably by the election 
of Field-Marshal von Hindenburg as 
President of the Reich, is inclined to stand 
on its dignity concerning Cologne. The 
utmost tact will be necessary on both sides ; 
for a false step might wreck the whole 
project, On the Allied side the Poles and 
the Czechs will do everything in their 
power to upset Mr. Chamberlain’s plans, 
while the German extremists will be 


‘equally destructive on the other side. In 


the meanwhile men of good-will throughout 
the world will hope for a successful issue ; 
for failure now would ruin the Jast chances 
of a real reconciliation. 


Science on the Farm, 


The new Institute of Agricultural 
Engineering at Oxford is likely to 
revolutionise farming methods in England. 
The Research Branch of the Ministry for 
Agriculture has entrusted it with a series 
of important experiments, the object of 
which is to develop the use of machinery 
on the land, and ultimately to make farm- 
ing almost independent of direct labour. 
Every year the problem of labour on the 
land is becoming more difficult to solve. 
Young men are drifting steadily into the 
towns, where, at least, they can draw the 
“dole”’ in comparative affluence. The 
new Institute will concern itself 
immediately with the problem of crop- 
drying in the stack, which, particularly 
in Ireland, has become increasingly 
acute during recent years of wet 
summers. It has devised a new machine 
which is calculated to free the farmer 
from his cares in this respect. Like most 
important inventions, it is quite simple. 
The stack of hay or corn is built round 
a wooden framework surrounded with wire, 
from the base of which a wide pipe runs 
to a machine containing cylinders which 
are heated under pressure. The air is 
allowed to play over these cylinders. and, 
having been heated to about 60 degrees 
above atmospheric temperature, is driven 
into the heart of the stack. In this way 
sta:ks which have been made up wet can 
be dried in a very short space of time in 
any weather and at a small cost. Power 
can be provided by an ordinary tractor ; 
but, doubtless, Irish farmers will be able 
to operate the machine by electricity in the 
near or distant future. The Oxford Institute 
also is engaged on other important work 
concerned with sub-soiling and drainage. 
Its activities will be of the greatest 
interest to the people of this country, and 
we are sure that our énergetic young 
Minister for Agriculture will make certain 
that the Irish farmer will get the fullest 
benefit of its discoveries. 


Whitsuntide. 
Whitsuntide is with us again, and we 


are within three short weeks of the year’s. 


longest day. May has gone, leaving few 
to regret its passing; for it has been one 


sistently bad since Easter. For a few days 
during the Dublin Spring Show we re- 
joiced in the warmth of spring sunshine, 
but otherwise May has been a repetition of 
the months that have gone before—wet, 
dreary and unkind. The inhabitants of 
these islands, however, seem to be con- 
firmed optimists. During the last few 
days thousands of men, women and 
children have set off in high heart 
fot the Whitsuntide holidays. They 
have swarmed to the country and the 
sea, hoping against hope for a summer’s 
day and stoutly defying the facts of our 
wretched climate. A leaky May, we are 
told, generally brings a dry June in its 
train, and for the sake of the Irish tourist 
traffic we hope sincerely that this year 
the old saw will prove to be true. The 
stage is set for a great revival of one of 
our country’s most lucrative industries. 
Within a few weeks the great Leviathans 
of the ocean will begin to discharge their 
freight of American sightseers on our 
shores, and, if the weather changes for 
the better, hotel-keepers and tradespeople 
generally will do a brisk business. If 
Whitsuntide may be taken as a criterion, 
however, the outlook is not reassuring. 
Summer is almost due, and we are waiting 
still for that spring, ‘‘ full of sweet days 
and roses '” which already is some months 
behind its time. It may be an illusion 
that in our young days winter ended with 
the last of March and lilac bloomed in 
early May; but it is an illusion to which 
we cling tenaciously, recalling with delight 
those sunny Whitsuntides when all the 
world seemed full of joy and life was 
like a ~ in June. 


TRAVEL IN THE FUTURE. 


ATLANTIC AIRSHIPS WILL 
MEAN SLOWER LINERS. 


In twenty years’ time, and possibly sooner, 
travel across the Atlantic by those people 
who are in a hurry will be by air. 

This was the opinion expressed by Sir 
Alfred Yarrow, the well-known shipbuilder, 
who arrived at Liverpool last Saturday in the 
Canadian Pacific liner Mont Royal. The 
effect of this deveiopment on the design of 
vesse|s for crossing the ocean, said Sir Alfred. 
will be that excessive speeds now demanded 
will no ionger be required. 

Vessels of the Mauretania size, with a speed 
of from seventeen to twenty knots, propelled 
either by internal combustion engines or 
turbines combined with water tube boilers, 
will be adequate to secure what is needed.

The weather in London to-day has been 
much better than was expected. It was a 
perfect morning at six o'clock, with not a 
cloud in the sky, but a little later it began 
to cloud over and afterwards the sky was 
never clear again. There was, however, 
an abundance of bright sunshine with a 
rather cold wind, but no sign of rain until 
light showers fell late in the afternoon, 
and the evening became unpleasant,

New Motor Cars. 


The depression in the motor industry is 
evidently passing, if one may judge by the 
humerous new cars on the road during the 
week-end. At one point on the Brighton 
road this morning no fewer than eight out 
of the thirty cars which passed in the 
course of a few minutes were obviously 
new. Their newness was indicated not only 
by their appearance, but by the registration 
numbers which a bore. Apart from new 
cars, there were also many new drivers, 
and it speaks well for the modern car that 
breakdowns were so few, even in the hands 
of drivers who were in the elementary 
stage of the novice class. It is nothing 
less than remarkable that so many in- 
expert drivers should venture upon what 
is, probably, the most crowded road in 
Europe on one of the busiest days of the 
year without mishap. 


The British Legion. 


There was a great gathering of British 
Legion men in London to-day, and this 
afternoon several thousand ex-Servicemen, 
with bands and banners, marched past the 
Cenotaph, where some magnificent wreaths 
were deposited. The annual conference of 
the Legion is taking place in London to- 
day, to-morrow, and on Tuesday. Employ- 
ment insurance, agriculture, emigration, 
housing and pensions are among the 
matters which will engage the attention of 
the delegates. In regard to employment, 
it will be urged that the Legion uses its 
influence to persuade all public bodies to 
accept no tenders from any firm or com- 
pany employing more than twenty men, 
unless the name of the firm or company .s 
on the King’s National Roll of Honour. 
On the question of housing, it is urged 
that the United Services Fund and certain 
of the war-time charities should be used 
to found a building society through whicb 
ex-Servicemen can obtain their own houses, 
There will be a strong denunciation of the 
use of poison gas in warfare. 


A Rassian Plot. 


A strange story is told about M. 
Rakovsky, the Soviet Chargé d’ Affaires 
in London, said to be threatened with 


death by an assassin who has been 
smuggled into this country from Holland. 
Scotland Yard, aware of the suspected 
man’s identity, is making a most energetic 
search. A police guard has been set at 
Chesham House, the headquarters of the 
Soviet, and every step is being taken to 
safeguard M. Rakovsky. The man who is 
supposed to have been selected to carry 
out a foul deed .by a reactionary Russian 
body fled from Russia after the defeat of 
the White Army, and a price has been 
placed upon his head by the Bolsheviks. 
It was on Thursday that information of 
a possible outrage reached Chesham House, 
where considerable alarm was manifested 
by the staff. and a civil guard was placed 
on duty at the entrance to the house until 
the police took charge 


Undesirable Aliens. 


While this agitation is taking place at 
the Soviet headquarters, there 1s also con- 
siderable alarm in other foreign circles in 
London. The authorities have suddenly 
taken steps to clear some undesirable aliens 
out of the country, and West End hotels 
and restaurants are being inspected to find 
out exactly what foreigners are employed. 
A number of aliens, not always of late 
enemy nationality, have been warned that 
they must leave the country in ten days, 
but it is understood that the police are at 
present confining their activities to cases 
where there are mis-statements on the pass- 
ports or where the person has come to this 


country since the war. Many foreigners 
have entered the country for. a period ef 
six months, and hoped to remain, but the 
Home Office in most cases is not disposed 
to allow any extension of the period.

Lord Oxford is the second ex-Premier to 
receive the highest Order of Knighthood 
in recent years, the Garter having been 
conferred on Lord Balfour in 1922, prior 
to that statesman’s elevation to an 
Earldom. 

Another ex-Premier, the Earl of Rose- 
bery, became K.G. in 1692, in which year 
he assumed office as Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs—for the second time—on 
the formation of Mr. Gladstone's last 
Government. Viscount Grey of Fallodon, 
it will be remembered, also received the 
Garter when Foreign Secretary in 1912. 
He was then Sir Edward Grey, and was 
the first commoner to be awarded the K.G. 
since the historic case of Sir Robert Wal- 
pole, on whom this distinction was con- 
ferred in 1726. Sixteen years elapsed 
before Sir Robert was elevated to the 
Peerage as First Earl of Orford. Sir 
Edward Grey received his Viscountcy four 
years after the Garter had been bestowed. 

Recently three vacancies in the ranks of 
the Knights of the Garter have arisen, 
through the deaths of the Duke of Rut- 
land, the Marquis Curzon of Kedleston, 
and Viscount Milner. The Order has 
since been conferred successively on Vis- 
count FitzAlan, the Duke of Northumber- 
land, and now upon the Earl of Oxford 
and Asquith. 


MANY DISTINCTIONS. 

The Earl of Oxford and Asquith has 
acquired many distinctions. Some of them, 
such as the Craven 
Scholarship and a 
Fellowship of Balliol, 
belonged to the 
period before he 
entered public life 
as a supporter of 
Mr. Gladstone. A 
native of Morley, in 
Yorkshire, he was 
called to the Bar in 
1876. Ten vears Jater 
he was elected a 
member of Parlia- 
ment for East Fife, a 
constituency which returned him regularity 
thereafter until 1918, when he was defeated. 

The year of his entrance to Parliament was 
the year of the Liberal-Unionist secession. 
Mr. Gladstone's party was “in the wilder- 
ness ’’ until 1892, but Mr. Asquith made his 
mark, and on the formation of the Liberal 
Cabinet was at once appointed to one of the 
most responsible offices, that of Secretary of 
State for the Home Office, in which he con- 
tinued till the defeat of Lord Rosebery in 
1895. When the Liberals came back in 1906 
Mr. Asquith was appointed Chancellor of the 
Fixchequer, and on the death of Sir Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman he became Prime 
Minister. | 

His tenure of the Premiership was excep- 
tionally long—from 1908 till 1916, when the 
Coalition Government was formed. It was 
memorable as including the declaration of 
war, by which Britain became a combatant 
in the Great War. Mr. Asquith received a 
special award of the War Medal, with 1914 
Star. and the Victory Medal. 

After the war he sat in the House of 
Commons for a few vears as member for 
Paisley. Soon after his defeat there, which 
occurred in the general election last vear, he 
was created an Earl, his choice of the title 
Earl of Oxford causing a controversy which 
was settled by the addition of the words “ and 
Asquith.” 

In 1916, while Prime Minister, Mr. Asquith 
came to Dublin personally in view of the 
critical state of affairs after ‘‘ Faster week."’ 

His name is prominent at the moment in 
connection, with the vacancy in the office of 
Chancellor of the University of Oxferd. His 
election to the office is favoured by many who 
declare him to be the most eminent Oxonian 
elicible for it. Among 
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Of Balliol, flowe with inselence and tea,” 
he, with two colleagues who died only lately— 
Lord Curzon and Lord Milner—formed a dis- 
tinguished group under the celebrated Jowett. 

The Earl of Oxford is a Fellow of the Roval 
Society, and has received many honorary 
degrees. 


LIVERPOOL CARTERS’

FEARS FOR PORT TRADE. 

The Liverpool and District Carters’ and 
Motormens’ “Union decided yesterday to 
refuse to accept a reduction of two shillings 
per week, with the result that there will 
b> a stoppage of road transport in the 
Liverpool district, the full effect of which 
will be felt on Tuesday. The trade of the 
port will be partially paralysed. Between 
si: and eight thousand motormen and 
carters will be affected, and there will le 
an almost complete hold-up of merchandise 
and provisions, as the dockers and the 
warehousemen have decided not to handle 
“blackleg ’’ goods, Corporation and hospital 
services will not be affected. 

It is stated that a number of firms, 
including the brewers, have agreed to 
meintain the old rates. The employers 
state that they are entitled to enforce the 
reduction under an agreement by which 
wages shall be adjusted to the cost-of- 
l'ving figures. The men maintain that the 
wages. have been fixed periodically by 
mutual consent, and that the proposed 
reductions should have been considered at 
a conference, The men have refused to 
accept arb‘tration.

MR. .OBRIEN JOINED 
BY HIS SISTER.

We have received a cablegram from Mr. 
Conor O'Brien, of the Saoirse, anuounc- 
ing that he has arrived safely at Horta, 
in the Azores, where he has been joined 
by his sister, Miss Kitty O’Brien, who 
left Dublin. some weeks ago to intercept 
him on his journey home. Mr. O'Brien 
will leave Horta to-morrow for Kingstown, 
and probably will arrive in Dublin Bay on 
the morning of Saturday, June 20th. 

His feat will have been almost unique 
in the history of yachting, for when he 
reaches Dublin he will have made a com- 
plete circuit of the globe in his little 
ketch. He left Kingstown in June, 1923, 
almost exactly two years ago, with two 
companions, en route for New Zealand, 
where he proposed to climb Mount Cook at 
Christmas time. Unfortunately for his 
plans, he met with a series of mishaps, 
which would have discouraged most men ; 
but Mr. O’Brien was determined to per- 
severe, and now is within almost certain 
reach of his goal. 

THE FIRST MISHAP. 

From Dublin to Madeira the trip went 
smoothly. The Saoirse met delightful 
weather with fair winds, and everything 
seemed to be going according to plan. 
From Madeira he went to the Cape Verde 
Islands, and thence set off on the first 
really long stretch of his voyage—to Cape 
Town. 

After a few days out from St. Vincent 
his mainmast developed a strain, which 
cracked, it slightly and nearly put it out 
of action, and his friends in Ireland were 
astonished to hear that he had arrived at 
Pernambuco, in Brazil, where he remained 
for some time in the hands of the ra- 
pairers. This upset his programme con- 
siderably, but he reached Cape Town in 
due course, and prepared to run his east- 
ing down to Australia. 


TROUBLE WITH GREWS. 
Having left the Cape in good trim, his 


water tank sprung a leak, and, to make 
matters worse, his meat supplies went 
bad. Consequently he was forced to run 
into Durban for new stores. While on 
shore here Mr. O’Brien had trouble with 
his crew. They agreed to part company, 
and after some difficulty he managed to 
find two new men to accompany him to 
Australia. ' 

No sooner had the little ketch, which 
had battled its way bravely through the 
roaring forties, reached Melbourne than 
the new crew proceeded first to mutiny, 
and then to desert, with the result that 
Mr. O’Brien had to start his hunt for 
suitable-men all over again. However, he 
found somebody to take on the job, and 
after some further adventures reachel 
New Zealand, only to find that he was 
far too late to climb Mount Cook, and far 
too soon to think of setting out on his 
homeward journey round Cape Horn. 

A MAILSHIP. 

Determined not to ‘remain idle, he 
turned his little craft into a mail packet 
and carried letters and parcels up to the 
Friendly Islands. Then he undertook a 
trip around the Coral Islands of the South 
Pacific, finally to return to New Zealan1. 
where he shipped still’another crew, this 
time composed of Tonga natives. 

Of his adventures during his trip roun1 
the Horn we know little. Suffice it to say 
that the voyage was completed safely, and 
that he arrived at the beginning of the 
present year in the Falkland Islands, 
whence he was taken off on an official 
whaling expedition into the Antarctic 
Circle. He called at Pernambuco again, 
thus completing his round trip at that 
port, and then sailed to the Azores, where 
he was forced to remain for some weeks 
on account of severe eye strain, which he 
had developed on the voyage. 


A PUBLIC WELCOME. 

Arrangements are being made in Dublic 
to give Mr. O’Brien a public welcome when 
he arrives home, and Kingstown will be 
en féte to do honour to a very gallant 
Irishman when his little ship comes. +o 
anchor in the port after its epic ad- 
ventures. 


AMERICAN DOCTORS’ 
TOUR. 


FIVE HUNDRED ARRIVE IN 

ENGLAND. 

Five hundred American medical men ar- 
rived at Liverpool and Plymouth yesterday 
to make a tour of the chief hospitals and 
clinics in England, Scotland and Ireland. 
They are members of the Inter-State Post 
Graduate Assembly of America, of which the 
President is Dr. Charles Mayo, who recently 
received an honorary degree from Dublin 
University. 

The visiters will spend two days in Dublin 
and two days in Belfast, 

Sir Humphrey Rolleston, President of the 
Royal College of Physicians (England), in a 
foreword to their programme, remarks that 
they have ‘‘done us the honour of coming 
across the sea to join hands and cement the 
friendly feelings that have always existed be- 
tween those sharing the same lineage and 
language,” and that ‘‘ we look forward to 
new friendships with colleagues working for 
the same professional ideals, and feel that 
the union of the great English-speaking 
nations is furthered by, this visit, which we 
are so delighted to receive.” 

Mr. Philip Franklin, who is acting as 
honorary organiser for the British Executive 
Committee, stated yesterday in an interview 
that the Inter-State Fost-Graduate Assembly 
of America is purely a scientific medical body, 
and that the present tour to Europe—the 
visitors are going on. to the Continent in 
three weeks’ time—has been undertaken 
mainly for scientific study. - 

‘* Post-graduate education,” he said, “is 
recognised as the best means to enable the 
doctór to keep abreast of the times and to 
advance in his profession. In the past it has 
been almost’ monopolised by Berlin and 
Vienna, but since the war it has made rapid | 
strides, particularly in London, and. increas- 
ing numbers of men are coming here every 
year, not only from the United States, but 
also from the Dominions overseas.” |

AUTHOR’S REPLY TO

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AMERICA AND EUROPE. 
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THE NEW DEBT CONFERENCE. 

The Washington Correspondent of The 
Times writes :—Both at the White House 
and the State Department the conviction ts 
gaining ground that genuine progress is at 
last being made in the direction of Earopean 
stability. On the one hand, Italy and now 
Belgium are preparing for serious discussion 
of the debt question, and this fact, it is felt, 
can haraly fail to exert an influence towards 
more prompt action on the part of France and 
other debtors, while, cn the other hand, 
there is official support for the hopeful tone 
of dispatches reporting advances made in the 
negotiation of the European security pact.

The Committee are unanimously of opinion 
that the growth of flax seed and flax ona 
commercial scale in the United Kingdom jis 
dependent upon the development-of néw 
strains of pedigree seed. : 


While the climate of Ireland’ is not favour: | 


able to the ripening of seed, the Committee 
point out that seed can be grown and ne- 
covered in Somerset as in other parts pf 
Great Britain, but it would not pay farmers 
to grow flax for seed alone, and they must 
obtain a market for the straw containing the 
fibre. In most cases they lack the knowledge 
of the retting process, and do not possess. the 
facilities for it. Any development of flax 
growing as a British industry would seem to 
depend upon centralising the deseeding ahd 
retting processes, leaving to the farmer the 
_ agricultural task only of growing and deli- 
vering the crop. 

In (Fam of the prejudice created by the 
failure of the companies which took over the 
factories from the Flax Production Branch, 
failure due in the main to the exceptional 
conditions prevailing during the past few 
years, the Committee are of opinion that such 
centres will not be provided by private enter- 
rise. :

The_Bolshevists continue to make a atir 
over the coming visit. of British warshins to 
Baltic waters in June.

GOLD STANDARD. 


' REDUCING BUSINESS RISKS 
IN UNITED STATES. 
: WASHINGTON, Sunday. 

The Federal Reserve Board has made 
poblic the details of the plan whereby 
American financial interests support those of 
Great Britain in the maintenance of the gdld 
standard in Britain. 

There were actually two distinct transac- 
tions, one being the establishment of a direct 
credit of one Age: Sa million dollars to the 
British Government bv Messrs. Morgan, be- 
tween the Bank of Éngland and the New 
York Federal Reserve Bank, prior to the re- 
establishment of the gold standard and the 
abolition of the ban on gold exports fram 
Great Britain. Other Federal Reserve Banks 
also are participating in the creation of a 
credit of million dollars for the Bank 
of England, which it can draw when and if 
the conditions reqtire. gee’ 

The Reserve Board believes that the 
restoration of the gold standard in Britain 
‘will result in the limitation of exchange 
fluctuation, and thereby remove, or largely 
reduce, the hazards of business transactions 
where cable transfers and exchange must be 
calculated. oe 

The statement says that the resérve bank, 
under an arrangement with the Bank of Eng- 
land, undertakes to sell gold on credit to the 
Bank of England from time to time in the 
next two. years, but not . exceeding two 
hundred million dollars outstanding at any 
one time. The credit will bear interest to 
the extent to which it is a@tually used at 
the rate of one per cent. above the reserve 
‘bank discount rate, with a minimum of four

As in Great Britain, State insurance schemes 
in Austria are undergoing reconstruction.

The bulk of the premium is to be 
paid by the worker and the employer in equal 
proportions, but provinces and municipalities 
will contribute to the funds.

I learn that the small French) outposts 
north-east of Tanout have already been 
evacuated. On the other side the Camez 
and Ainleuh garrisons have been discon- 
tinued. 

Abdel Krim, i; is now reported, is avoid- 
ing decisive engagements, and is trying to 
harass the French where the French 
strength is apparently weakest 

It is officially stated that Abdel Krim's 


and a yeport from Mellila declares that Abdel 
Krim’s brother is amongst the wounded. 

In the Spanish zone, Sois, Abdel Krim 
is renewing his attacks against the Spanish. 
A band of Riffians crossed the road between 
Tangier and Tetuan on Saturday. 3,000 more 
were sighted in the south, and is taken as 
indicating that the Riffian leader is planning 
to attack Tetuan from two directions. 

Yesterday I took the train from Ceuta to 
Tetuan. I had only just left Ceuta Station 
when a bullet from a nearby hill crashed 
through the compartment window and pene 
trated my service wallet in the rack over- 
head. A few days ago snipers killed a train 
passenger at Andjera. Spanish aeroplanes 
yesterday bombarded the Riffs in the moun- 
tain district, three miles south of ‘Tetuan. 
Big fires followed the dropping of the bombs, 
the conflagration being easily seen from the 
city. 

The economic blockade is reported to he 
a to cause much misery in the Riff, 
and the danger to the latter is being increased 
by the Riffian barley crops being set on fire 
by the aeroplane bombs. 

From Melilla it is reported that the Spanish 
soldiers have driven back with heavy losses 
bands of Riffians trying to penetrate into the 
French zone near Zeoouane.
